The 
reasons  given  b\'  Adiniral  Ciisiodio  de  Mello 
are  wider  and  more  important  In  cliar- 
acter,  as  liiey  atlacl;  the  President's  policy 
in  Rio  Grande  and  liis  treatment  of  liis  min- 
isters. This  second  letter  we  reproduce  in 
full,  as  it  is  a  document  destined  lo  have  no 
sliglu  weight  In  the  immediate  future  of  this 
country.  The  opposition  of  so  inllueutial 
an  ollicer  as  the  reiirini*;  minister  ol  marine 
will  not  only  greatly  weaken  the  govern- 
lucut  in  lis  efi'ort  to  repress  the  revolution 
in  Rio  Gvaiule,  but  it  may  luinise  a  deter- 
mined resistance  to  executive  interference  in 
other  states.  It  is  more  than  the  sul>stitu- 
tion  of  one  minister  by  another ;  it  may 
mean  another  elTort  to  overthrow  llie  per- 
sonal cliaracter  of  the  national  government. 
As  WL'  have  frequently  stated,  the  national 
L^oveinmeut  is  a  dictatorship  pure  and 
simple,  and  as  lon^i;  as  this  is  tlie  case

The  movements  In  Rio  Grande  the  past 
week  have  been  botli  confucing  and  un- 
eventful. Tiiere  lias  been  no  actual  fight- 
ing beyond  a  possible  skirmish  or  two,  \\\\i\ 
the  real  position  of  the  contending  forces 
has  become  wrapped  in  doubt.  It  is  now 
said  that  Salgado  is  inarcliingin  the  direction 
of  Quaraby,  where  a  junction  with  Tavares 
is  to  be  effected,  but  the  latter,  according  to 
a  telegram  of  this  morning,  is  still  near 
Livramento,  while  Salgado  is  encamped 
eight  leagues  from  Qtiarahy.  It  is  uncer- 
tain whether  the  Uruguayana  garrison  has 
been  reinlorced,  as  the  telegrams  are  con- 
tradictory. It  is  asserted  that  the  force  of 
General  Tavares  now  numbers  5,310  men, 
well  mounted  but  badly  clotlied.  The 
force  under  Salgado  is  not  given.  On  the 
other  side  the  government  forces  have  been 
singularly  quiet,  perhaps  they  are  waiting 
for  the  minister  ot  war  to  complete  his 
arrangements.  General  Telles  is  said  to 
have  started  in  pursuit  of  Tavares,  but  as 
the  latter  is  not  travelling  very  rapidly  the 
pursuit  is  difiiculc  to  understand.  In  view 
of  the  complications  arising  in  Rio  de  Jan- 
eiro, it  is  possible  that  the  contending  forces 
will  await  developments  and  save  their 
ammunition. 


The  long-expected  ministerial  crisis  occii 
red  at  last  on  the  27th  ult.  and  resulted  in  the 
resignation  of  Lieut.  Col.  Dr.  Innocencio 
Serzedello  Correa  as  minister  of  finance  and 
Admiral  Cnstodio  Jose  de  Mello  as  minister 
ofniarine.  On  theSunday  following  decrees 
were  signed  appointing  Dr.  Felisbello  Firmo 
deOliveiraFreire  (deputy  and  recently  ap- 
pointed minister  offoreignaffairs)  to  the  port- 
folio of  finance,  and  Admiral  Felippe  Fir- 
mino  Rodrigues  Chaves  to  that  _oi  marine. 
The  minister  of  finance  will  continue  to  act 
as  minister  of  foreign  alTairs  for  the  present. 
The  reasons  given  for  the  resignation  of  the 
minister  oi  finance  are  to  the  effect  that 
his  recent  recommendations  I'or  economy 
have  not  been  followed,  while  the  Presi- 
dent wishes  to  break  down  the  only  obstacle 
to  urestricted  e.'ipenditure  by  restricting 
the  powers   of  the   tribunal  dt   contas   as 


Tnii  news  iroin  Santa  Catliarina  and 
IVrnambuco  last  week  were  decidedly 
alarming  in  character.  In  tlie  former  state, 
it  is  charged  that  the  frontier  commander 
recentlv  sent  there,  Major  Firmino  by  name, 
has  iuatiguraled  a  reign  of  terror  in  llie 
small  places  visiied  by  his  troops.  lie  has 
iseen  fit  to  plav  the  role  of  a  police  ofhcial, 
aiui  has  therefore  invaded  piivate  residences, 
iirrested  suspected  "federalists,''  threaleneti 
others,  and  made  himself  generally  feared 
everywhere.  Instead  ()f  confining  his  atten- 
tion to  his  military  duties,  he  has  interfered 
in  local  political  alTairs  ami  lias  used  force 
where  only  the  liallut  is  required  lo  sellle 
petty  dilTerences.  For  a  few  days  the  tele- 
grams were  full  of  comjiiaiuts  and  indica- 
tions of  trouble,  but  they  are  now  more 
tranquil  iu  character,  In  Pernainhuco  the 
;\Iartins  faction,  which  controls  the  stale 
legislature  and  is  sup[>orted  by  the  national 
execniive,  has  been  activel\'  at  work  against 
ibe  giivenior,  and  a  rii(iture  li.is  been  immi- 
nent friun  day  LO  d.iy.  Failing  lo  induce 
the  military  commandant  to  tlepose  the 
gi)VL'nior,  and  also  failing  to  depose  the 
inuuici|ial  councils  wiiich  are  supporting 
the  stale  executive,  the  legislature  has  now 
begun  impeachment  proceedings.  In  all 
probability  these  proceedings  will  soon  reach 
a  point  where  the  only  solution  will  be  an 
appeal  lo  arms.  It  ts-'said ''that  the  Presi- 
dent's secretary,  Col.  Valladao,  lias  suc- 
ceeded in  arranging  a  compromise,  but  we 
are  inclined  to  believe  it  very  superficial 
and  temporary  in  character.  Marlins  will 
accept  noihing  which  does  not  pander  to 
his  vanity  antl  conceit,  and  the  other  party 
will  not  submit  to  tliis.  However  it  may 
be  settled,  it  is  to  be  deplored  that  President 
Floriano  Peixoto  has  not  preserved  a  strictly 
neutral  and  impartial  attitude  in  theconlru- 
versy.  His  inability  lo  keep  out  of  these 
local  partizan  intrigties  will  inevitably  be 
the  ruin  of  his  adminisLratiou.  The  Rio 
Grande  confiict  has  now  developed  into 
civil  war,  all  because  the  President  would 
support  a  partisan  chief  who  had  forced 
himself  upon  tiiat  state  by  violent  means. 
Unless  Major  Firmino  is  recalled,  or  better 
advised,  the  stale  of  Santa  Calharina  will 
also  be  drawn  into  revolt,  and  if  federal  in- 
tervention in  Pernambtico  is  not  withdrawn 
another  serious  conflict  is  sure  to  result. 
The  national  e.^cecutive  should  keep  strictly 
aloof  from  local  political  intrigues,  and 
should  employ  pacificalorv  means  when 
called  upon  to  interfere.  The  President  has 
failed  to  do  this  and  he  is  consequently  in 
serious  trouble  over  it.

$039.  ihil  the  liarpie.s  n(  the  ciislom-lionse  were 
not  salished  wiib  the  invoice  value  of  the  goods, 
bnt  had  lo  put  on  tiieni  a  valuation  ol  their  own, 
which  they  did  most  unfairly  by  'xvt-igkt,  although 
It  is  notorious  lliat  the  value  of  woollen  goods  is 
not  ijroportional  lo  their  weight.  They  thus 
assessed  the  goods  not  at  their  real  value  of  .i^  1,7  j,- 
50,  but  at  an  entirely  fictitious  value  of  ^2,070, 
and  on  this  charged  duties  to  t!ie  extent  of  ^^5S, 
Ol'  ^754i  instead  of  the  legitimate  dutv,  Jieavy 
enough,  of  $639.  When  lo  this  there  has  to  be 
added  the  cost  of  transport  and  the  trader's  com- 
mission, it  will  be  evident  that  these  goods  cannot 
be  retailed  here  at  less  tiian  double  their  original 
cost  in  Europe,  so  that  every  one  who  wants  a 
yard  of  this  stuff  has  to  pay  twice  as  much  as  if  he 
were  living  in  a  city  ol  the  country  whence  they  j 
were  exported.— J/oHto/^'t'o  7'iiiics,  April  19. 


ENQLISI!  BANK  OF  TIIE  RIVER  PLATE. 

In  the  Cliancery  division  yesterday,  before  Mr, 
Justice  Chilly,  the  matter  of  the  English  Bank  of 
ihe  River  Plate,  Limited,  and  the  Companies  Acts, 
ill  which  Ihe  IJanlt  of  Brazil  appeared  ex  parte  upon 
summons,  came  on  for  judgmeni.  The  ap])Iicanls, 
wlio  were  the  drawers  of  certain  bills  of  exchange 
lo  the  amount  of  ^2iS,ooo,  had  been  admillcd  to 
in^ovc  Ihe  amount  of  the  bills,  with  ihe  expenses 
when  liciuidalion  arose.  Tlie  bills  were  drawn  in 
lira/il,  and  accepted  .is  payable  in  London,  and  the 
aiiplieaiils  now  sought  to  be  permitted  lo  prove 
certain  notary  expenses  payable  by  the  holders  of 
the  hills,  and  commission  which  ihe  drawers  bad 
|)aid  10  their  bankers.  The  (jueslioii  which  the 
court  had  to  decide  was  whether  the  applicants  were 
eutilled  to  jirove  those  additional  sums.— His 
Lordship  held  that  Ibe  first  sum  of  /iSo  the 
applicants  were  ciitiiled  lo  prove.  As  to  the  second, 
claim  for  expenses  ol  prntest  for  better  security" 
against  the  drawer,  be  Ihougbl  they  were  not  en- 
titled lo  recover,  and  the  claim  lor  commission  could 
not,  therefore,  he  sustained.

BEARING  FRUIT. 


Tiie  Argentine  repubhc  is  in  a  slate  of  semi- 
revolution.  Every  province  is  either  ihrcatening 
an  outbreak  or  is  prevented  from  rising  in  insurrec- 
tion liy  armed  forces  directed  by  men  who  iiold 
olTiceby  virtue  of  fraud  and  by  the  grace  ofbayonets. 
There  is  in  no  province  a  representative  goverii- 
meiil,  none  that  was  chosen  or  accepted  by'  public 
o|iinion,  l)ut  every  one  was  coiisliluled  and  is  held 
by  an  oligarchy  without  the  leasl  care  for  or 
reference  to  public  opinion.  Inasmuch  as  there 
are  fewer  places  nl  power  and  profit  than  of  aspir- 
ants those  who  fail  to  obtain  these  prices  lake  to 
tlie  fornntion  of  o]]position  and  reform  parlies  in 
the  hope  of  thrusting  from  tlie  public  offices  those 
who  hold  ihem  and  taking  their  phiees,  so  that  ilie 
only  i.ssue  between  any  two  parties  in  any  jnovince 
is  the  retaining  or  the  (fblaining  of  power  and  lis 
accompanying  pelf,  The  people  are  not  interested 
in  one  parly  any  more  than  in  another,  exce]>t  that, 
knowing  bow  irredeemably  bad  is  the  party  ,iii 
power,  they  sympathize  wilh  any  movement  wlii'cli 
])romises  to  elleet  n  change,  without  thinking  that 
Ihe  new  men  will  probaldy  he  in  no  way  belter. 
Il  is  this  elimination  of  the  people  fiom  politics  and 
elections  (?)  which  makes  our  case  so  serious,  for 
there  is  absolutely  no  hope  of  auytbiiig  better  until 
the  people  themselves  undertake  the  formation  and 
direction  ol  affairs.  Until  then,  politics  will 
remain  a  struggle  between  those  out  of  office  and 
those  in  office.  Tho.se  wdio  hold  this  view  of 
polities  are  men  who  will  scruple  at  nothin"  in 
order  to  carry  their  point.  To  them  it  is  of  Tittle 
consequence  that  there  are  revolts,  seditions, 
schemes,  bad  faiili.  treason  and  tlie  dishonor  of  the 
re])u!ilic  in  the  eyes  of  the  civilized  world,  if-so-he 
l.iy  these  or  any  otlier  means  they  can  compass 
power  and  secure  ihe  plunder  that  conies  therefrom, 
To  them  it  mailers  little  that  the  name  of  the 
republic  is  discredited,  that  it  hecnmes  a  synonym 
for  fraud,  disgrace  and  violence,  if  by  such  a  price 
they  may  secure  the  object  of  scllisb  seeking.  To 
them  liloodslicd,  outrage,  thieving,  murder  "arc  of 
little  account  and  are  even  sointitimcs  the  cliosen 
agents  in  the  pursuit  ol  their  purposes. 

To  confront  such  a  stale  of  affairs  harmles'i 
negations  are  insiifficicnt  and  wilh  such  elements 
compromise  is  surrender.  For  tliese  reasons  aiid 
in  view  of  these  facts,  we  see  absolutely  no  hope  ui 
any  of  the  means  employed  or  of  the  expeiiients 
resorted  to  during  these  latter  days  for  refcirminn 
or  improving  matters.  How  can  ibis  be  so  when 
the  reformers  are  the  creation  mid  the  tools  of 
lliose  who  have  usurped  the  rights  of  the  jieople  ? 
'J'lic  men  in  power  have  no  more  care  for  the  ]ieople 
tliaii  had  any  of  then-  predecessors,  anil  they  talie 
upon  Ihcni.selves  or  assume  as  much  as  ever  did 
any  of  theii  predecessors.  As  well  look  on  a 
Ihif-lle. slock  for  figs  or  to  a  tliorn-bu.sb  for  ijrapes, 
as  to  look  to  the  creatures  of  fraud,  force  and  usur. 
pation  lor  llie  fruitage  of  freedom.  We  have  revolt 
on  every  hand,  and  we  shall  always  have  it  in  asf 
or  in  posse  until  the  people  have  and  exercise  iheir 
right  to  elect  and  guidu  their  own  government.

or  tram  ijrakes  ibat  the  engineer  on  Ihe  locomotive 
drawing  the  tram  can  control  it  without  reqiiirint: 
biakenien  to  use  the  common  hand  brake.  It  is 
provilled  also  that  aflcr  the  same  date  it  shall  be

;  any  cars  not  equipped  with  couplers 


coupbng  auiomatically  by  compact  and  which' can 
be  uncoupled  without  the  necessity  of  men  eoinir 
between  iheends  of  the  cars.  Within  threemonlhs 
alter  the  passage  of  tlie  act  the  American  Railway 
Association  is  autiiorized  to  designate  to  the  Inter- 
slate  Commission  the  standard  height  of  drawbars 
for  freight  cars  and  fix  also  the  maximum  variation 
from  that  Standard  height.  If  ihe  association  does 
not  act  by  July  ist,  1894,  then  the  commission 
must  determine  a  standard,  and  alter  July  rst,  1891; 
no  car,  loaded  or  unloaded,  can  be  used  which  does 
not  comply  wilh  this  standard.  Any  violation  ol 
this  act  IS  punisbable  by  a  fine  of  $100  for  each 
nn<l  every  offence,  and  it  also  provides  that  ■  "Any 
employ^  who  may  be  injured  by  any  locomotive, 
car,  or  train  in  use  contrary  to  the  provisions  of

— On  the  27lh  ult.  lliere  was  a  meeting  of  oppo- 
sition senators  at  the  house  of  Senator  Ruy  Car- 
bosa,  to  consider  what  course  lliey  shall  pursue 
duriii;;  the  coming  season. 

— It  is  announced  that  Genera!  Pego,  the  district 
commandant  in  Rio  Grande  who  seems  to  have 
had  very  little  to  do  with  the  direction  of  mditary 
affairs  down  there,  is  now  on  his  way  up  to  Rio. 

— If  we  are  not  misirformed  the  government  h.is 
tliirleen  generals  in  Rio  Grande,  nil  engaged  in 
resisting  the  federalists.  It  is  an  unlucky  number, 
tvhich  may  be  the  reason  for  the  recall  of  General 
Pego. 

— Tlie  Chamber  ol  Deputies  liuilthng,  on  Rua 
da  Misericordift,  has  lieen  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  renovated  during  the  past  three  or  lour  months, 
and  will  be  found  far  more  comfoitable  and  con- 
venient than  during  the  last  session  of  Congress. 

— On  Sunday  morning  the  Paiz  published  a  tele- 
gram that  President  Cleveland  had  been  accident- 
ally hurt  the  preceding  day  in  Chicago,  and  that 
his  st.ate  was  considered  serious.
